OD Almighty (honoured Friends) having been pleaſed of his infinice mer- 
cy ebrough the merirs of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, to beſtow on all Chri- 
ſtians the Theological vertues of Faith, Hope and Charity, by vertue of 
Faith all are to believe whatever God hath revealed to us in this world, & . 
by hope all are to-expect what he hath promiſed we. ſhall receive in the world to come. 
Ard becauſe, where God beſtows ſuch a Faith and Hope, ir is in order to bring all 
to a true charity and love of him ; for who can have Faith ro believe an Infinite Good- 
neſs, in which he hopes, but he muſt love tha Infinite Goodneſs in whom he hopes, 
which beſtows on.him ſuch gifts ? therefore all ought ro honour God, and ſhew their 
love to him by a due profeſſion, and a due practice of this Faith, this Hope, and this 
Charity, orherwiſe they cinnor he ſaved, becauſe, as St. Paul fairh. With the heart it 5s 
belicved to righteouſneſs, but with the moarh conſeſſion is made to ſalvation, Rom. 19. 10. 
For thoſe that will not ſhew their Faith, which is 2 light not to be hid under a buſhel, 
but to be ſet in a Candleftick, tro. give light to all, ſuch can neyer bave neither true 
Hope for themſelves, nor true Charity towards God, or their Neighbour, nor God to 
them, becauſe our Saviour faith, Lake 12. He that confeſſeth me before men, him will Lu 12-8, 
rhe Son of man confeſs before the Angels of Ged7, but bs that denieth me before men (as thoſe 
do that at or (wear againſt their conſcicnce) him will the Son of Man deny befare the 
\ Angels of God, 
And 2s all are bound to confeſs him, and his Faith ; fo likewiſe all are obliged to own - 
and proteſs that this Faith can be but one only Faith, as We arc taught, Epheſ.4. where Epeſ. 4+ 
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St: Paxl declares, There is one Lord, ane Faith, one Baptiſm, one God, even as you are 5 4 
called, ſaith he; in onc hope of yowr calling. This being moſt rrue, let every rational Chri- |

\'We ateall therefare bound to believe alike, in one Faith, and in one holy Catholick 

Church, as our Creed reacheth usz we arc all obliged to believe in one Catholick 

Faith, as the Creed of St, 4thanaſias in the Proteſtant Common-Prayer-Book declares,

damned. We all muſt keep the Unity of Faith whole and undefiled, becauſe our Sa- 
viour alſo ſaith, St. Aatth. 5. 16. Heaven and Earth ſhall paſs, but one jot, or one tutle 
of the Law ſhall in no wiſe paſs, till all be ſalfilled ; as well the Law of Faith, as the Law 


of Works. . 
In confirmation of this, I appeal to the Faith, ard Works, and Sufferings of all the 


Saints from the beginning, who to keep their Faith whole and entire, have made ſuch 
profefſion and practice ofir, and confirm'd it by ſuch works asare recorded in Sr. Pax!, 


Hev.itt. Heb. 11, where firſt be regiſters the Faith and Deeds of the Believers in particular, and 


then in general, of what they did and ſuffered by vertue of their Faith, as there you 
read ; By faith they ſtept the months of Lions, extinguiſhed the ſorce of the fire, repelled the 
eage of rhe ſword ; they were racked, they were tryed by mockings and ſtripes; they were in 
chains and priſons, they were ſtoned, they were hewed, they were tempted, they died in 
the ſlaughter of the ſword, they were ſo perſecuted and impoveriſhed, that rhey were fain 
ro go about in Sheep-skins, and Goat-shzns, needy, in diſtreſs, affiitted, wanaring in deſarts, 
in mountains, in dens, and caves of the Earth. - 

Dear Catholicks now in your preſent perſecution, think of this, and be willing to 
follow theſe examples, that you, as in the ſame place it followeth, being appointed,as 
they were, by the teſtimony of your Faith, may receive, ere long, thoſe better things 
which God, as 'tis there writ, provides for you : Happy thoſe that have this Faich, bur 
thrice more happy thoſe that ſuffer theſe perſecurions for Faiths ſake, becauſe by this 


Gal. 3.11. Faith, as St. Paal faith, Gal. 3. 11. the juſt man lives, and thoſe that have nor this 
H-b.11.6. Faith, are dead to God, becauſe, as *tis written, Heb. 11, 6. Without ſaith tis impoſſible 


to pleaſe God; and yet though we have this Faith, except we Jjoyn,when God requires, 
our works of ſufferings to this Faith, both we and our Faith are dead to God, becauſe, 


Jam.2.17. as St. James faith, chap. 2, ver, 17, Faith is to be ſhewed by works, becauſe Faith 
Fam.1,2 5 without works is dead, And he further ſhews us in his firſt chap. v. 25. *tis the works 


make a man happy, although there can be no good work withour a firm Faith ir no- 
thing doubring, as he ſaith, ver. 6. 

Chriſtian Faith is a firm, eſtabliſhed, and an infallible Faith, becauſe ir is grounded 
upon a Rock, againſt which the gates of Hell ſhall not prevail, Aſatth, 16, v. 18, This 
Faith is firmly eſtabliſhed by ſuch Authority of God and his Church, that he that will 
not own the Authority, isas a Heathen anda Publican ; God hath declared him ſo; 
and what the Churck binds on Earth, God binds in Heaven. This Church and Faith 


Mat.18. is firmly eftabliſhr, becauſe our Savjour hath promiſed, That the Holy Ghoſt, the 


Spirit of Truth ſhould reach the Believers all Truch, remain with them for ever, ſhew 


John14, them things to come to be believed, and ſhould cauſe rhe Believers to remember 


all chings which Chriſt had already caught, which you read in fo/» 14. and 16.chap. 
This Faith is firmly eſtabliſhed, becauſe it was believed and . publiſhed from the 
beginning, throughout the- whole world, as St. Pax! proclaims, Romans the firſt, 
where he ſpeaks thus to all that be in Rome ; Beloved of God, called to be Saints ; firſt 1 
thank my God through feſus Chrift for you all, that your Faith is publiſhed throughout the 
whole world, Finally, this Faith is eſtabliſhed and infallibly confirmed, that it can 
rever decay till the worlds exd; becauſe our Saviour hath promiſed to be with the 


Mat. 28, Believers unto the worlds end, Aarth.28. 19, 20. Go ye therefore and teach all Na- 


rions, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, 
reaching them to obſerve all things whatſoever I have commanded yon, and bebold I am 
with you alwaies even to the end of the world, Thus much briefly concerning my Chri- 
ftian Faith in which I truly belieye in all points infallible, and in confirmation of 
which one only Faich and Catholick Church, I will and do lay down my life ; and who- 
ſoever will as he ought conſider the Text thar proves this Faith and Church of the 
Living God, to be the pillar and ground of Truth, as *tis evident it is, 1 Tim. 3.15. 
I queition nor bur who I fay confiders this, will believe the ſame, our Faith being af- 
* filted by our ſecond Divine Verrue, which is our Chriſtian Hope, 

"This Hope is rhat Verrne which affures us, that for the reward, of our Faith, and 
rhe profeflion and due praftice of ir, as we ought, there are thoſe heavenly gifts laid 
vp for the Chriſtian Believers, which neither cye hath ſcen, nor car hath heard, nor 
the hearr of man can conceive or comprehend, as St, Pax declares : This Hope gives 
ſich* confidence, that death car.or overcome it, becauſe, as the Prophet faith, At 
rhough he ſpall kill me," yer T will hope in him.” Why then (all any fear to die. for his 
Fairh, traving this Hope? 'Fig'for wanr of making due reflection and uſe of this Hope 
that cauſes fo many to be Teatfyl ro ſuffer, and mekes them fly the field of perſecution, 
atd. foriike the banners of their Chriſtian Faith, that all ought to fight uncer, we 
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(3) | 
would till fight under, would they make aſe of the divine hope of Gods promiſes,” A. 
which are ſuch, that as David faith, Pſal. 125. That he that hopes or truſts in oxr Lord, * 
ſhall be as Mount Sion, which cannor be removed, but remain for ever. As the Moun- 
rains, faith God by the mourh of David, are aboxr Jerulalem, ſo the Lord is round about 
bis people ; that is, ſuch as will-place their hope in him, as the Prophet did, and exhorts pg, 1; 
us to dv the ſame, ſaying, P/al. 130. 5,6. My ſoul hath hoped in our Lord ; from the , 6, 
morning watch, even wntil night, let Iſrael hope in our Lord ; that is, from the beginning 
of the day of our life, ti!l the night of death; as well in the morning of proſperity, 
as in the evening of adverſity : becauſe *ris alſo writ, God xs my Hope for ever ; and 
whoſoever can truly ſay with David, Plal. 31. 1. In thee, O Lora, have 1 placd my 
Hope, ſhall be aſſured of whar there follows, Not ro be confounded for ever, becauſe, as 
St, Paul (aith, Hope conſoundeth not. 

There is a contrary Vice to this Virtue, a worldly Fear that brings all things to con- 
fuſion ; it makes Worldlings ſwear, and forſwear, and perjure ; For which Perjuries 
and Falſe Oarhs, as rhe Prophet faith, 7=dgment fprings up as Hemlock in the yp 4 of 
the Field. And therefore Dr. Thorndick., in his Book of jui## Weights and Meaſwrer, 
ſaith, That Coattion of Oaths 14 the crying Sin of this Nation, to call down the wrath of 
God upon the Kingdom. 
What better remedy than ro ſecure our ſelves againſt all worldly Fears ; and theſe 
enſuing Dangers, but by relying on the hope of future bleſſings,whick God,if we fight 
and ſutfer for his ſake, hach promiſed. God is the God of Hoſts, and we fight under 
him,and if we truſt in him we are happy, as Devid ſaith, Pſal.84.5., O Lord of Hoſts, 
bleſſed is the man that truſts in thee, in whom to hope us to be ſecured; and therefore Da- Pſal.84.5: 
vid alſo faith, Pſal. 91. He ſhall cover thee with bus feathers, and under his wing ſhalt 
hon hep: , eſpecially if we fight for our Faith ; and therefore he adds in the ſame 
verſe, His rruth ſhall be thy ſhield and buckler, if we will hope in him and his reward; 
For it we hope for our great wages, we ſhall eaſily undergo our little work : As for 
example, if we hope to drink of the torrent of pleaſure, as God hath promiſed we 
ſhall in his Kingdom, who will fear to raſte now of the Chalice of ſome ſmal] Perſe- 
cution ? It we hope hereafter ro be numbered amongſt the Sons of God, as he hath 
promiſed we ſhall, and have our lot among the Saints, why ſhould we now fear to be 
reviled of men, or be reputed g—_— as our Saviour and his Apoſtles were ? If 
they have, ſo will they do you alſo ; the Scholar is nof above the Maſter,nor the Ser- 
vant above his Lord. If they call'd the Maſter of rhe Family Bee/zeb#6, ſo will they 
do his S-rvants ; therefore we muſt with the Apoſtles rejoice, as you read in the A@s 
they did, becauſe they were accounted worthy to ſufftr contumely and reproaches. If con- 
tumely and reproach ſeem ſo hard for us to undergo now for a good Cauſe, as is our 
Conſcience betore a few Enemies, what contumely muſt thoſe undergo who for now 
aCting againſt their Conſcience, ſhall undergo at the great judgment before God, An- , 
gels, Saints, Devils, and all the Damn'd in Hell? if for our reproach now we hope that 
after a ſhort ſorrow, God will honour us ſo, as to wipe away with his own hand every 
tear from our eyes, as he promiſeth in the Revelations he will ; and that henceforth 
there ſhall be ne:ther grief, nor labour, nor pain, or thelike; why ſhould any now grieve 
cither to {ce himſelt or others ſuffer ? Ic will not laſt, this Tempeſt will ſoon be over; 
and if now in this Storm rhe ſinall yeſſel of my Body ſuffer ſhipwrack,or fome others 
the like veſlels, if our Souls can but carry off our goods of Faith, Hope and Charity, 
all is very well; For 2s ſoon as the veſſels of our Bodies fink, our Souls will come to 
ſhore at the Land vi Promiſe, and we ſhall be ſecured in the Rock which is Chriſt,and 
ever remain tafe in the eternal Hills, where neither winds nor waves of Periecution 
can ever reach to ailault ws : then welcome ſhipwrack, that ſinks the: veſſel of the 
Body, to bring the Paſſengers and their Goods ſo happily ro the Haven, the Heaven of 
Bliſs, 
Let us therefore weigh theſe things in a prudential Balance, and ſee which Scale is 
the heavielt, of preſent Fears, or furure Hopes ; of preſent Sufferings, or future Glo» 
ries. Lec us remember our Saviours words to his Apoſtles, Tow are thoſe that remains 
ed with m: in my temprations or tryals ; for which; ſaid he, their reward was, he dif 
ſed the Kingdom of Heaven 10 them ; Partners in Sufferings, Partners -in Glories: 
which it wel! conſidered, we ſhall ſay with St, Panl, The ſufferings of this preſent tiawe 
are not condign, or of equality to'the future glory which ſhall be revealed in mw; and we 
ſhall with bis joyful Spirit ſay, 2 Cor. 4 17. Oxr light afflifion, which i but for a mo+- 
ment, wer kth in us a far more exceedimg and eternal weight of glory, *Tisa bappy weight Bb. -2 
that lifrs bock Sufferings and Sufferers up as high as Heayenzro ecconal Crowns,of which 065 
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we are all aſſured of asa reward for our Faith, if we will make good uſe of our Ghri- 
ſtjan hope ; which that we may the betcer do, ler us endeavor to help our ſelves by the 
third and greateſt Virtue that follows our Faith and Hope, which is Charity. 

This is that greateſt Virtue of which all forts of Chriſtians ſpeak much, underſtand 
little, and practiſe leſs.; though without the practice of ir, *cis in vain for any to pre- 


*rend to have a ſaving Faith, or Hope ; For as St. Paul faith, 1 Cor. 13. Though he (peak 


with the torigues of Men and Angels, and have net Charity, he i bur as ſounding braſs ; 
and although be ſhould know all Myſteries, and bave Faith to remove Mountains ; and 
though he ſhould have ſuch hope, underſtand for reward, rhar he ſporld give all ro the 
Poor, aud ach; ver his body to burn, and yet nat have charity, it profitgth nothing, Charity, 
as he ſaith, ver. 7. ſ#ffereth all things, believeth all things, hypeth All things, beareth alf 
things. 

Do all that pretend to Charity do thus ? If to ſpeak with the tongues of Angels 

without Charity be nothing but vanity, what Charity is there in thoſe that ſpeak with 
the tongues of Detraction, Scandal, Slander, Falſe-witneſs and Perjuries againſt their 
Neighbors? 1f thoſe that give all co the Poor may want Charity, ſo that all which 
they give profits them nothing, what Charity is there in thoſe that rake all from their 
Neighbors, to force them to forſake their Faith ? If Alms profit nothing without Cha- 
rity; can fuch Injuries profit Perſecutors, rhat take all away againſt Charity ? If a man 
may give his own Body to burn, and yet be cold in Charity, what Charity is there to 
kill others Bodies, take away their Lives with ignominy and violence, becauſe they 
will not kill their own Souls, by acting againſt 'God and their Conſcience ? It Charity 
conſiits only in thoſe that ſuffer.all things, believe all things, hope all things, what Cha« 
rity is there in thoſe who will make their Neighbor ſuffer all things of Perſecutian, be- 
cauſe they beljeve and hope according to their Conſcience, and profeſs their Faith and 
Hope as they are bound before God upon their ſalvation ſo to do? 
- "Tis certain, that though men may pretend perſecution of others for Gods ſake, to 
reduce others to him, yer 'tis evident that for any Kingdom ro perſecure any, meerly 
for Conſcience- ſake, is againſt the Law of God ; and therefore whil'ſt chey would ſeem 
fo zealouſly to keep the firſt Command, of loving God above all, and force others to 
conform to their opinions, they, break the ſecond Command, becauſe they do not love 
their Neighbor as themſelves, becauſe they perſecute them, and ſo they daſh one Com- 
mandment againſt the other, and ſo crack both Commandments together : For where- 
ſever the ſecond Command is brgke,by not loving our Neighbor as eur ſelves,the firſt 
is broke with it, becauſe did they love God above all, they would do better by their 
Neighbor, | 

But I dq not come here to beat down others pretence to Charity, but endeavour to 
advance Charity in my ſelf and others ; and the way to do this, is not to reckon what 
others have not done according to Charity, but to call to mind what others have done 
to raiſe Charity towards God and their Neighbors. 
> We read is Holy Wrir, that Moſes love was ſo.,o God and his Neighbor, that to 
repurchaſe a Peace and Charity *twixt God aud the People after they had offended, 
he defired that his own name ſhould rather be blotted out of the Book of life , than 
that the Peoples names ſhould not be pur in, by obtaining Forgiveneſs ; and therefore 
he faith to God, Either ſpare the People, or blot me out of the Book which thou ha#t 
writ. 

How ſuperlative a Motive is this, to move Chriſtians to a perfect Charity towards 
their Neighbors ; well may aChriſtian be willing ro lay down his temporal life for * 
good example ſake,rather than offend God, and ſcandalize others by deſerting his Faith; 
ſince others could be willing to hazard their eternal lives, tv reduce their Neighbors 
ro God by Charity, | 

The like examples of love to God and his Neighbors, we have in St. Pal, in his ma- 
nifold expreflions both towards God and men ; firſt ro God, as Kew. 8. where he 
makes this Proclamation, he ſball,ſaith he, ſeparate us from the Charity of Chriſt ? Shall 
- Tribulation, or Diſtreſs, or Perſecution, or Famine,or Nakeaneſs, or Peril, or Sword? As 
it ps written, for thy ſake we are kill'd all the day long, we are accounted as ſheep to the 
flaughter, He adds, [ am certain that neither Death nor Life, nor Angels, nor Principalic 
ties, nor Powers, nor things preſent nor things to come, nor heigth, nor depth, nor any . other

11 
Wes in Paintulneſs, in Hanuer, in Thirft, in Faſting, in Cold” and Weatrine(s, be- 

ſides what he ſuffered through his care of all Chutches, ver. 28, 29. where he ſaich, 
Who is weak , and I am nov weak, ? underitand by compaſſion, as Fellow-ſafferer; Who 

is fcandalized, and I burn not? underſtand by zeal. Let thoſe now conſider this , who 

never more rejoyce than now, when they ſee their paſſive Neighbors ſcandalized, and 

were never better content in their own apprehenfions than now, when they behold us 
ſuffering, though before God we are innocent, Were St, Paul on earth againzhe would 
rather give himſelf for others, to caſe them of their ſufferings, according to bis wont- 4 
ed chariry expreſt, 2 Cor. 12, If. ſaying, 7 will very ladly ſpend and be ſpent for you : or. 12, 
and he would rejoyce to ſuffer in charity for his Neighbor, as he abundantly declares, 
Colof. 2. 4. ſaying, I rejoyce in my ſufferings for you, and fill up thar whick is' wanting Coleſſe 24+ 
of the patſions or affliftions of Chriſt in my fleſh for his bodies ſake , which is the 
Church, and this example is given for us to do rhe like , and therefore he faith, i Cor, 

1.9. We-are made 4 ſpeftacle to the World, to Angels, and to men ; and therefore God* Cor. 4.9. 

orbid but ſome of us, if we be Chriſtian men, ſhould endeavor to imitate ſome of his 
examples, though we cannot all ; For he aſcended to ſo ſuperlative a degree of Cha- 
rity towards his Neighbor, that he declares to the World, that he could be a Caſt- 
away himſelf to ſave others ; for thus he ſaith, Rom, 9, 3. 1 could wiſh my ſelf were x» 
accnrſed from Chriit for my Brethren, Rom.9. 3» k 

Chriſtians do not then henceforth ſo eaſily ruine your Neighbors, neither in their 
Lives, nor Eſtates, or Credits, by Perſecutions and Scandals, the Scripture holds forth 
no ſuch Doctrine, nor gives any ſach examples, but,as you ſee, the contrary ; but if 
our Perſecutors will not imitate theſe examples, let us that are perſccuted and- ſuffer 
endeavor ro imitate them, by chooſing rather to loſe aff we can call our own in this 
World, and Life alſo, rather than to break Charity to God and our Neighbor , cither 
by denying or diſſembling our Faith, and feandalizing the Church, of bearing falſe Wit- 
nels againſt our ſelves, or our Neighbors, to ſave our Lives or Fortunes, or enrich our 
ſelves by falſe Witneſs. 

And if we will put in praftice the Virtues of Faith, Hope and Charity I have ſpoke 
of, we ought to do it thus ; what we profeſs by words, we muſt confirm by deeds and 
attions. Our profeſſion of Catholick Faith is this, I believe all Divine Revelations 
delivered to the Prophets and Apoſtles,propoſed by the Catholick Church ' in Her 
General Councils, or by Her Univerſal PraCtice to be believed as an Article of Catho- | 
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lick Faith, knowing this to be our Faich, the confirmation of this knowledge, or the : 
praQtice of this by our deeds, is, as St. Paxl reacheth, Epheſ. 3.8. To eſteem all world- Epb.z.t \ 
ly things as durt, in reſpett of this eminent knowledge of Chrift and his Faith ; and there<- 
fore for my own part, Inow being ready to leave all in the World,and my Life in tefti- 
mony of my Catholick Faith, which I profeſs Idefire and hope to manifeſt toall , 1 
value my knowledge of Chrifts Faith, more than I value the univerſal World. 7 
And as for my Chriſtian Hope I profeſs to have, rhe confirmation of it, or the pra- 
Qtical part is to be fulfilled rhas, being that we muſt, as St. Peter faich, x P#t, 3. Ig. 
Be always ready to give an accomiit to every one concerning the hope whith is in w, T have 
already by words expreſſed it, and by deed I expreſs it thas ; That whereas I do be- 
lieve that God, as the Scripture faith, kills, and brings to life again; carrieth down to 
the depth, and bringeth back again ; ſonow I do by this my preſent Execution,which 
Iam now to undergo, willingly give my Body to be mortified in death for my Faith, 
hoping in Gods infinite mercy he will reſtore my Body and Sou! to eternal life; and I . 
do willingly reſiga my ſelf to be carried down to my Grave, hoping by my Saviours 
Croſs and Patſion, Death and Burial, he will raiſe me up again to a glorious Reſur- 
rection. 
| And as for the confirmation of my Charity, to ſhew by deeds, the loveT owe to God
